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Be a pari of the political spectrum

February is the month for lovers, and 
romance is in the air. For those of you who 
are single, this is the time of month when 
cupid’s arrow is supposed to strike and 
change your life forever. At the very least, 
this provides a reason for optimism as 
winter comes to an end—and perhaps this 


will be the year that cupid gets his aim 
right on target. However, for the many 
happy couples who have already met their 
perfect mate, it might just be the month to 
head for Toronto and tie the knot with Rev. 
Brent Hawkes of the MCC church. 
Although his marriages have yet to stand 
the test of courtroom battles, it may be the 
first step towards legitimizing same-sex 
relationships. 

Here in Alberta, it seems almost 
certain that a provincial election is in the 
offing, and Premier Klein will be sending 
us off to the polls in March. This may be 
especially important in light of the fact our 
provincial government has made it quite 
clear that, if federal courts legitimize gay 
marriages, then Alberta will exercise the 
infamous constitutional “notwithstanding” 
clause to opt out of this ruling. Now, this is 
not likely to be an election campaign issue, 
but it is important to remember that we are 
electing our provincial government for 
approximately the next four years. During 
the past four years, we have witnessed 
many changes in the area of equality, so the 
next four could be even more important. 
With another conservative majority 
government the outcome may be 
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guaranteed but, with a few new faces or 


returning opposition members, the 
legislature may be a little more 
unpredictable. For this reason, it is 


important to question your local candidates 
as to what their policies would be on gay 
and lesbian issues or where they stand on 
human rights and equality. Most 
importantly, everyone needs to exercise 
their right to vote: only recently we 
witnessed the success of Joe Clark’s 
victory against the Alliance party in 


Calgary Centre and the importance of 


every single vote in Florida during the U.S. 
presidential election. 

When it comes to _ individual 
candidates, there are several ridings where 
your vote could have a major impact. In 
Edmonton Centre, Laurie Blakeman is 
running for her second term and has proven 
her support for the GLBT community. 
Working with fellow Liberal MLA Gary 
Dickson, Blakeman has served as a 
champion of gay rights in Edmonton. As 
Gary Dickson retires from provincial 
politics, we are lucky to have Brian Edy 
carrying the Liberal banner in Calgary 
Buffalo with his established track record in 
human rights and the Delwin Vriend case. 


However, in the last election Dickson only 
won by a 190 vote margin, so this is one 
riding where every vote truly will count. 
Also, two openly gay hopefuls are running 
in Calgary ridings. In Calgary Mountain 
View, NDP candidate Keith Purdy will be 
looking for your support. In Calgary Fort, 
Brian Huskins will champion the cause for 
gays and lesbians within the Liberal Party. 
For the first time in Alberta, we will have a 
provincial election where our voting 
choices may be interesting and relevant to 
our future. 

So, if you spend some time in 
February looking for Mr. or Ms Right in 
the hopes of finding the perfect mate, be 
sure to also spend some time looking for 
the right political candidate, one who will 
best represent your views for the next four 
years. Incidentally, if you volunteer to 
work on a political campaign, that may just 
be how cupid’s arrow finds you—at very 
least you may reap the rewards of being 
involved in the political process. Happy 
Valentine’s day and watch for the fourth 
anniversary issue of Outlooks in March.

Tim Stevenson is a man of many 
distinctions. He was the first openly gay 
ordained minister in the United Church of 
Canada and, since 1996, has served as our 
country’s only openly gay cabinet 
minister. He and his partner Rev. Gary 
Paterson (also a United Church minister) 
have also raised three daughters in their 
years together. Outllooks caught up with 
Stevenson recently to discuss love, 
marriage, parenthood, the clergy and 
politics—not necessarily in that order. 


Outlooks: Stockwell Day was heavily 
criticized for his religious affiliations 
during the federal election; as a politician 
with religious affiliations of his own, what 
are your thoughts on this matter? 

Stevenson: Well, my life is shaped by 
my values, and my values are certainly 
faith-based and ones that I made decisions 
on—there’s no doubt about that. I don’t 
come out of a vacuum or a void. I believe, 
obviously very strongly, in the separation 
of church and state; we certainly know 
from history what happens when the two 
come together! I don’t have any problem 
with Stockwell Day campaigning or acting 
out of his religious beliefs—I don’t happen 
to agree with his religious beliefs, and I 
think rather than him having too much 
exposure on that, he hasn’t had enough. I 
think he, or I, or any politician should be 
questioned as to what it is they believe in 
and why they believe in that, and what the 
consequences would be of acting on those 
beliefs. And I am absolutely opposed to 
most of what Stockwell Day states that he 
believes. 

Outlooks: But you also maintain that 
he has a right to hold those beliefs, do you 
not? 

Stevenson: Oh, absolutely—I have no 
qualms about him holding them. He can 
hold whichever beliefs he wants. 
However, if he happens to, say, believe in 
slavery because of his _ theological 
perspective or worldview, or he happens to 
believe that the world is flat, that’s all well 
and good—he can believe that. But we 
have every right to question that and say 
that we don’t agree or don’t want to see 
him in power as a result. 

Outlooks: What made you decide to 
enter the political arena? 

Stevenson: Two great passions in my 
life have been spirituality and politics, and 
I guess my life’s journey has been to 
integrate those. To me, everything in life 
is spiritual, and everything is also political. 
I've had a lifelong journey trying to 
integrate those. My mother always said to 
stay away from sex, politics and religion— 
and I’ve had them up to my eyeballs! All 
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three of them! There wasn’t really a 
defining moment, though, in this choice... 

Outlooks: Were there any 
contributing factors? 

Stevenson: Well, for the past number 
of years I’ve been involved in liberation 
movements, both here and overseas in the 
Philippines and South Africa—I’m a very 
political person and it was just kind of 
natural that I would end up, at some time, 
in the big ‘P’ political world running for 
office. In about 1995, a number of people 
approached me because I was fairly well 
known as the first openly gay person to be 
ordained in Canada in any church, and 
during my twelve-year battle for that, I had 
become fairly well known. I was very 
active in the gay community here in 
Vancouver, so people approached me and 
said,” We'd like to run an openly gay 
person in downtown Vancouver, where 
there’s a large gay population, and we 
think you would have a pretty good chance 
of winning the seat if you ran—would you 
consider it?” And I did what I’ve done 
around any major decision in the last 
twenty years. 

Outlooks: And what was that? 

Stevenson: I went away for a week at 
a silent retreat centre. When I do this, I 
don’t take any books or music or anything. 
I went into silence for a week, and when I 
came out I knew that this was a place that 
I wanted to go, so I said “Yes I would run,” 
and I ran and I won—so here we are! 

Outlooks: In your experience to date, 
which other politicians whom you’ve met 
or with whom you’ve worked do you 
respect or admire? 

Stevenson: Ujjal Dosanjh. Very 
much. He’s at the very top of my list and 
I have a very high regard for him. I think 
he’s a man of great integrity and honesty 
and compassion, and that’s rare. Plus, he 
has a tremendous intellect and he’s a very 
gracious human being. He’s also a 
Gandhian—I don’t know if I'd go so far as 
to say he is a scholar on Gandhi, but he’s 
certainly an academic on Gandhi—and 
those are the spiritual values that have 
shaped his life. As soon as you asked me 
that question he immediately sprang to 
mind. And that’s why I so strongly 
supported him and worked for his election 
as leader and premier. I hope, against what 
some people say are the odds, that he will 
be able to have a five-year term as premier 
after this; because I think he will go down 
{in history] as one of the best premiers this 
province has ever had. 

Outlooks: Do you think you would 


have gone into politics in a _ less 
enlightened province, say, Alberta 
perhaps? 


Stevenson: Well, as the first openly 
gay person ordained in Canada, in the 


United Church of Canada, that’s a bit like 
asking me if I would have done that in the 
Catholic church! [Laughs] Or asking a 
woman if she’d try to become ordained in 
the Catholic church. [Laughs] I mean, you 
are where you are in the circumstances and 
context you find yourself in; it shapes your 
decisions. I don’t know—if I was born 
and raised in Alberta, I might have become 
a right-wing Stockwell Day fan! [Laughs] 
I think it’s something about the water 
there: you seem to have the Stockwell 
Days, the Mannings, the Keegstras, the 
Kleins—I’ve got to believe it’s the water 
or something. If J had been drinking that 
water, I don’t know if I would have tried to 
become a gay politician! [Laughs] 
Outlooks: In hindsight, was being 
Canada’s first ordained openly gay 


minister a burden or a blessing for you? 
Stevenson: It just “was’”—I could do

no other. In a way, I don’t believe in 
predetermination, but in a way I believe it 
was my destiny. I was that particular 
person, at that particular place, at that 
particular time—and I was the right person 
to do it for a whole number of reasons. 
And when I started out on the journey, 
everyone told me I was crazy. They said I 
was going to waste many years of my life, 
smash my head against a brick wall, get 
absolutely nowhere, hurt myself and hurt 
the church. Somewhere inside of myself I 
knew I was going to make it, and I can’t 
identify for you where that knowledge

came from. Faith, I guess. Every time that 
I began to doubt—which there was, of 
course, a number of times—I would go off 
in silence again. Every time that I went 
into silence, I would come out with the 
knowledge that I was going in the right 
direction and that it would turn out in the 
best way, despite the fact that it didn’t look 
very hopeful at that time. Now, lo and 
behold, I am also the first openly gay 
cabinet minister—go figure! 

Outlooks: .Clearly there has been 
some controversy surrounding the recent 
double gay marriage in Toronto’s MCC— 
as a politician, a gay man in a long term 
relationship and a man of the cloth, what 
are your views on the situation? 

Stevenson: Well, I think that it’s 
interesting that this is kind of the “frontier” 
of the gay rights movement. I think what’s 
going on in Toronto is, in many ways, 
much ado about nothing—I mean, we’re 
already doing it in B.C. My attorney 
general has gone to the Supreme Court to 
have a ruling as to whether or not the 
federal government can legally say that 
those of the same sex cannot be married. 
What we’re doing now is about where 
Toronto is getting to as a result of this 
whole marriage ceremony. The Ontario 
government has said they will not register 
[the couples] and therefore they are not 
married, so there will be a court case to try 
to get the government to register it. 
Which, as I said, is where we’re at with 
our Supreme Court case. But because, of 
course, this is all in Toronto—rather than 
in the West—they’re getting a hell of a lot 
of ink on it and people don’t realize that 
this is exactly what we’re doing. Still, I’m 
very much in favour of all this—I think 
people who are gay or lesbian should be 
able to be equal in a// ways. And if that 
means that some want to marry in 
traditional ways, then good on them, go 
ahead. And they should be able to do 
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that—and if others don’t, then that’s their 
choice and they don’t have to. I’m a great 
proponent of equal rights for gays and 
lesbians right across the board. 


Whereas we're all in agreement that we 
want to be in the human rights code, and 
that we should receive spousal benefits if 
we’re in long term relationships—but I’m 
not sure we’re all in agreement that we 
want to enter into this institution called 
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Outlooks: Do you think that an 
institution like marriage is necessary when 
we have versions of our own, such as civil 
unions or commitment ceremonies? 

Stevenson: The one place where, in 
my estimation, this has been a little more 
difficult is that we’re at a point where I 
don’t really think the gay and lesbian 
community has had much discussion about 
it. I don’t think there has been a lot of 
grassroots discussion along the lines of, 
“Do we want the same institution or not?” 


marriage, which has been seen as a 
heterosexual one by most. My own sense 
is that this debate has gone way beyond 
that now, and I would like us somehow to 
engage in a deeper debate about this as a 
community. But that doesn’t take away 
from the fact that lots of gay people want 
to marry and, if they do, my stand would 
be that, of course, they should be able to. 
Outlooks: You and your partner have 
been together for a long time now; what 
have been key factors in terms of your

commitment to one another? 

Stevenson: Well, I think that we have 
the same values, the same sense of 
liberation as a community—we also have 
three children, so that was quite a focus of 
ours! We are also both ministers and have 
those kinds of theological agreements, 
although we disagree with each other 
philosophically on some issues. When I 
actually had a congregation, he and I 
would come home at night and talk about 
our congregations. And that, after a while, 
got a bit boring! Now I come home and 
talk about my political life and he comes 
home and talks about his congregation, so 
I think it’s become a bit broader and a bit 
healthier as a result. 

Outlooks: What sort of challenges and 
rewards have come of raising three 
children? 

Stevenson: It’s been a very interesting 
journey; I think we should actually write a 
book sometime, because there have been 
so many peaks and valleys along the way. 
I mean, when we came together the eldest 
was five, the next was three and the 
youngest was one—still in diapers! I had 
not “known” children at all, so when he 
left his marriage, I said, “Oh, no 
problem—I can handle anything!” 
[Laughs] My life drastically changed—I 
had no idea! [Laughs] I mean, you’re up 
at five in the morning because the kid is 
crying... 


Outlooks: Difficult to take at times? 

Stevenson: Well, as they’ve gone 
through their stages and schooling and 
things, it’s been very challenging for me. I 
think it’s difficult for any step-parent; 
when you’re not the biological parent, it’s 
quite different. But it’s been extremely 
rewarding and the kids have tumed out 
wonderfully; they’re all doing very well. 
It’s been very exciting and very 
challenging and tough—lots of tears and 
lots of laughs. I remember years ago, 
when people would criticize—we were 
kind of an anomaly twenty years ago in the 
gay community, as well as in the straight 
community. People used to say, “Boy, this 
is going to be really damaging on the 
kids—two gay guys, blah-blah-blah...” 
Well, our kids have done extraordinarily 
well. The eldest has finished her BA with 
honours in Poli-Sci, and has spent a year in 
Israel and a year in Mexico; now she’s 
doing a law degree at Toronto at the same 
time as a master’s degree in Poli-Sci. 
She’s very bright and doing extremely 
well. The middle one is a nurse working 
on the AIDS wards at St. Paul’s, and the 
youngest is in third year journalism at 
UVic. So, I think you can sort of measure 
my kids up against a straight couple’s kids 
any day! We’re both very proud.

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Todd Babiak:

In Grade 6, Todd Babiak was offered 
some new options: journal writing or short 
stories. Like any Grade 6 boy, he began 
writing short stories that covered all the 
same topics that most Grade 6 boys are 
concerned about: violence, murder, blood, 
gore, cannibalism, hockey and spaceships. 
His teacher called his parents in for a 
meeting, concerned about the tone of the 
his tales. “She burst into tears...she 
thought she was dealing with a monster,” 
recalls Babiak, laughing. His parents, in 
the first of many supportive gestures, 
photocopied the offending tales and sent 
them to relatives as Christmas presents. 
These days, Babiak is the much-discussed 
author of the much-discussed novel Choke 
Hold, described as a stunning first novel by 
readers and reviewers alike. I was haunted 
by Babiak’s descriptions of small-town 
masculine culture. Here, I thought to 
myself, is someone who has seen the world 
through the same eyes as many of us. The 
protagonist’s sense of exile from the world 
of men and the prison-like existence of 
males trapped by their own fears—it was 
all exactly as I had remembered it. 
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Imagine my surprise to find out that it 
was a straight man telling this tale. 

In a world where men keep very busy 
protecting and guarding the secrets of other 
men, hearing a man criticize the 
brotherhood is a refreshing change of pace. 
Babiak is an outsider of sorts, and has been 
since childhood.

“T was the first nerd in my family,” he 
remembers. And that quality is the one that 
originally set him apart from the men he 
grew up around. “I was smart, and listened 
to different music than the rest of the guys, 
Babiak says. “I had a Thomas Dolby poster 
in my locker.” 

That sense of separation is painfully 
obvious in one of Choke Hold’s early 
scenes, where the protagonist, Jeremy, is 
attacked by a group of guys for some 
transgression he is too intoxicated to 
understand. Calling him a “drama fag,” 
they beat and kick him into humiliating 
submission. The scene ends with Jeremy’s 
enemy urinating on him. That event marks 
the beginning of Jeremy’s quest for 
revenge, leading him through the world of 
martial arts and self-defence. 

Babiak’s own quest for truth has led 
him down paths similar to Jeremy’s. The 
martial arts became his way of dealing with 
a world that used violence as currency. “I 
trained to protect myself from something I 
didn’t understand,” he offers. 

“As a young man, you think that if 
you’re good, strong, wise and intelligent, 
that awful things won’t happen to you. 
Then you wake up in a drunken stupor with 
blood coming out of your mouth and 
there’s six guys kicking your head and you 
think ‘Oh yeah... I’m different from them.’ 
It changes your life. I thought of nothing 
else for two years. I wanted revenge. 

“My whole life I’ve seen intelligent, 
artistic men go into seclusion,” he 
continues. “They become hermits because 
they can’t deal with the men around them. 
It’s going to take a long time before men 
understand each other. There’s no reason 
why you shouldn’t be talking about things 
like emotions or sexuality. We grew up 
without that vocabulary. It’s tragic.” 

In Choke Hold, a violent gay-bashing 


becomes lethal when the victim dies in the 
ambulance on the way to the hospital. This 
is one of the pivotal events in Jeremy’s life: 
he and his martial arts school become 
symbolic of the violence that caused the 
death, as opposed to the “outing” the 
aggressor received just before the attack. 
A quick blowjob in a bathroom becomes 
the catalyst for the rage that eradicates the 
gay man’s life. It’s not the blowjob itself, 
but the information becoming public that 
sends the aggressor into a rage. Jeremy 
doesn’t moralize this lesson in the novel; 
he doesn’t know how to express how he 
feels. 

The book’s fictional town of Seymour 
is a combination of Leduc, High River and 
every other small town in Alberta. “The 
culture of violence in these places is 
attached to homophobia in so many ways,” 
Babiak says. “That’s why there’s an Eros in 
the fight sequences in Choke Hold... it’s 
one of the only ways men know how to 
connect. When I go back home, I like to 
check out some of the old ‘guy’ hangouts, 
and I sit and really listen. I have to 
concentrate on not being different so 
they’ ll actually talk to me. They just don’t 
know how to be emotional.” 

The author captures the ongoing trap 
of this kind of existence handily in Choke 
Hold: 


“\..the small group of assholes who 
live in these bars and taverns, listening to 
the same song list every night, feeling the 
same feelings. Dark, sad.” 


“My parents weren’t homophobic, so I 
was always confused by the fact that the 
absolute worst thing you can call someone 
is a fag,” he recalls. I wanted to know 
what the subtext of that was, why they 
were so threatened by that word. On the 
continuum of sexuality, many guys are 
verging toward the middle, and hating 
themselves for it.” 

Like those in the gay rights movement, 
Babiak has a strong sense of perspective 
when it comes to societal hang-ups 
regarding sexuality and identity. 

“In a hundred years, people will look 
back on the way we treat sexuality with the 
same disbelief that we view leeches being 
used to treat panic disorder,” he says. 

“Men grow into a mould... they have 
to break that mould and defy convention. 
We’re so fragile and complicated. I have 
no idea why I am who I am... all I know is 
I’m more comfortable with homosexuality 
than anyone I grew up with. I can see a 
good-looking guy and recognize that he’s 
handsome. For any guy to say otherwise, 
he’s lying.” 

I, for one, have waited my entire life to 
hear a straight man utter those words.

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Gays on the vocabulary vanguard

Let’s face it. As a demographic group, 
we have a great burden to bear—we’re 
social innovators whether the rest of the 
world chooses to acknowledge our 
fabulousness or not. They borrow our 
fashion, they borrow our hairstyles, they 
even borrow our words. Take piercings for 
example: it used to be that men couldn’t get 
away with them at all, but both numbers 
and—ahem—acceptable locations are 
increasing, seemingly on the heels of gay 
fashion. 

None of this is surprising. It’s a 
natural direction of social change: the 
practices of a small demographic group 
that help define its identity are seen as 
refreshing or new or radical by the 
population at large, and so they are 
adopted. Oh, come on! Who wouldnt 
want to be us?! It is a little frustrating, 
though, that when I walk across campus all 
the probably-straight fratboys are tingling 
my slightly out-of-date gaydar. (I’m ina 
grad program majoring in Linguistics and 
Cognitive Science at Indiana University— 
one of those American universities 
complete with a Greek system a la Animal 
House). 

The irony is that, for the kind of 
diffusion of gay culture that goes on, there 
must be some sense of sociai prestige 
attached to our kind—but it seems pretty 
well concealed to me! They must be 
repressing. 

Language is, and has always been, a 
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very strong factor in defining social 
groups. Without consciously adjusting 
your speech, you can’t open your mouth 
without betraying all kinds of personal 
information through accent, choice of 
words and other linguistic characteristics. 
And, just like any other social 
phenomenon, language is just as 
susceptible to borrowing. 

Take Valley Girls: they had enough 
distinctions in their infamous use of “like” 
to be able to immediately tell which social 
circle an unfamiliar face belonged to (and, 
therefore, whether to embrace, tolerate, 
sneer at, or bitch-slap ‘em). One usage, the 
most common and prestigious, won out and 
spread throughout nearly the entire North 
American English speaking population 
(much to the dismay of many an English 
teacher—although chances are, they use it, 
too). Despite what the literary elite might 
try to claim, “like” is firmly entrenched in 
standard North American English and is 
pretty linguistically interesting in its own 
right. Funny, I didn’t think that Valley 
Girls were held in particularly high esteem 
by the general public either... 

The gay community, too, has had an 
inevitable and lasting linguistic effect on 
Standard English—one that continues to 
strengthen and develop even as we speak. 
There are some obvious vocabulary items, 
like “come out of the closet,” that every 
native English speaker would now know. 
It’s even been co-opted and used in many 
other contexts too (closet smoker; coming 
OUlmeasem a Siam irek fan, etc). 
“Transgendered,” “queen,” “bi,” —to name 
but a few—are all examples of how our 
increased exposure has expanded the 
vocabularies of straight English speakers. 

But vocabulary is really only the most 
superficial of the linguistic changes taking 
place; other much more subtle stuff is 
going on, too. Through usage and the 
activist process of “reclaiming” the words 
that define us, we are slowly improving 
their connotations (officially a linguistic 
process called “ameliorization”). By using 
words like “queer,” “fag,” “dyke,” and 
“queen” to refer to ourselves and each 
other—using them in positive contexts— 
we alter their meanings and dissolve their 
power to denigrate us. Although such 
subtle shifts don’t usually have an obvious 
effect on individuals, collectively and 
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given time, that’s how language changes. 

I believe that the gay equality 
movement has also had a strong influence 
on the increasing trend towards non-sexist 
language. We can’t claim to have initiated 
the push to purge misogyny from the 
language, but we do provide a unique 
context that supports the movement in 
several ways. 

Linguistic sexism is intimately tied to 
stereotypical gender-roles, which the queer 
community has had a tendency to 
neutralize, reverse or just completely 
shatter. Within our subculture both men 
and women can span the entire spectrum 
from “butch” to “fem”; from construction 
workers to hair-dressers, you can get it all 
in one glorious package! The traditional 
labels give no indication of what to expect; 
biological gender loses its power to 
categorize and explain behavior in a 
relevant real-world way. When that 
happens, the language will inevitably 
follow—albeit at a slower pace. 

Such changes are already exhibited 
within the language of the gay community. 
Who among us is not an expert at the 
“pronoun game,” using “them” to refer to a 
partner? Or just carefully wording speech 
to hide explicit gender references? We 
unfortunately sometimes have a vested 
interest in hiding, or at least maintaining, 
ambiguity in the gender of our mates. As it 
happens (despite what our teachers tried to 
teach us), using “they” as a gender-neutral, 
singular pronoun to deal with ambiguous 
reference has been a strategy in spoken 
English since the 1600s. The widespread 
use of generic “he” (as in “Everyone 
should wear his tiara to the ball”) was 
artificially imposed by upper-class 
grammarians in the late 1800s, and 
unfortunately it became the learned norm. 
“They” has never been eliminated from 
spoken English, though, and with the 
feminist movement it gained a great deal 
more written acceptance. The pronoun 
game expands the usage of “they” to 
situations in which gender isn’t ambiguous, 
but intentionally obscured, which increases 
its acceptability as a gender-neutral 
singular. 

Most importantly, the usage spreads 
beyond us—I’ve seen sensitive straight 
people use the pronoun game with 
individuals of uncertain orientation whom 
they've just met. It’s safe! And in a 
culturally charged environment where 
people are more likely to challenge you if 
you get it wrong, it’s a good way to go. 

Other words that hold gender-specific 
connotations are increasingly being used in 
gender-neutral ways, some of which 
probably originated in the gay community. 
“Bitch” is a likely candidate for this 
category. Another possibility is “boy” 


(“boi?”’), referring to an adult man and/or 
“boyfriend.” Twenty years ago, if you 
asked someone “How’s your boy?” they’d 
likely respond quizzically, “I don’t have 
any children...”. Others are still confined 
to gay speech: “Hey gir/friend!”’, “sisters,” 
and “Evening, /adies,” as spoken by a gay 
male in reference to their cohorts, for 
example. 

This neutralization is mirrored in the 
English-speaking community at large, 
indicating a strong social pressure towards 
non-sexist language. It’s not uncommon 
for teens nowadays to use “dude” for males 
and females alike. “Guys” is another 
somewhat more controversial example, and 
the male connotation of “guy” is by no 
means gone—“The guy down the hall went 
into labour’ is unambiguously odd, but 
“When you guys go into labour...” spoken 
by a Lamaze coach to an all-female class is 
perfectly natural “You guys” is 
particularly noteworthy because it’s 
encroaching into the English pronoun 
system as a plural pronoun equivalent to 
the much derided Southern “‘y’all.” 

Gay men and women (of all 
orientations) have a common cause that 
isn’t always acknowledged. There are 
areas of English that are extremely resistant 
to change, where reform is badly needed. 
Primarily, they have to do _ with 
misogynistic attitudes towards sex that 
denigrate the receptive end of intercourse. 
For example, phrases like “I got f**ked/ 
screwed over” or “cocksucker” place 
straight women (and by assuming 
heterosexuality, a/] women) and gay men 
in an extremely negative light. Some have 
even claimed that these attitudes are 
responsible for lesbianism being more 
historically tolerated than male 
homosexuality. I personally don’t find it 
acceptable to refer to acts I believe to be 
my most intimate expressions of unity and 
love to imply insult. When I hear people 
use these ugly words, I have no doubt that 
the speaker had no intention of conveying 
the literal meaning and, most often, they 
don’t even notice the literal meaning. But 
isn’t that an indication of how deeply 
ingrained the bias is within us, collectively, 
if not individually? 

What should you take home from this 
discussion of “lavender language’? Rail 
against linguistic injustice when you can, 
but feel safe in the fact that even if you 
don’t, you are making a mark. Be proud of 
the fact that every word you say helps enact 
social change. And whether or not the 
straight world wants to admit it, we’re 
cultural innovators—fashion and language 
speak louder than actions sometimes! And 
imitation is the sincerest form of flattery, 
after all.

The realization that you have said 
everything that you need to say on a 
subject often comes as a surprise. For the 
past year, I have had the feeling that this 
space might be better used by another, 
fresher voice. My recent reaction to a 
suggested story sealed the deal. 

Editor David Crosson suggested that 
I interview B.C. NDP MLA (Don’t you 
just love those abbreviations?) Tim 
Stevenson. Well, I didn’t do it. It’s not 
that Tim’s not a worthy interview subject, 
in fact he’s a pretty remarkable guy. 

So why couldn’t I get it together to 
put in the phone call, spend an hour 
chatting with Stevenson and then write up 
an engaging 900-word profile piece? I 
think it’s because I’ve been there, written 
that, and it’s time to move on. 

There are only a handful of 
publications in Canada where young gay, 
lesbian and bisexual journalists can hone 
their skills. There are even fewer that 
show their writers the kind of respect that 
comes with a cheque. Magazines like 
Outlooks are rare indeed. And with 
opportunities that rare, I have come to the 
conclusion that it is rather selfish to 
continue half-heartedly. 

Initially, Outlooks brought me into 
the fold to report on happenings in 
Vancouver. That idea quickly evolved 
(though some may say devolved) into a 
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Writing a new story 


column of sorts. And while it has been 
quite satisfying at times to have a forum 
in which to vent my considerable spleen, 
I fear that I have become rather redundant 
in my ramblings. 

There have been times when I’ve put 
forth rather harsh opinions—not because 
of some sense of moral outrage, but 
because I’m looking for a reaction. Last 
night I discussed this issue with She Who 
Must Be Obeyed. I ventured that I was at 
risk of becoming the lesbian equivalent of 
Tom Green. She said that she didn’t 
consider that to be all bad, especially if 
she could be the bisexual equivaient of 
Drew Barrymore. 

While I laughed, I did remember that 
there was a time when Drew Barrymore 
was the bisexual equivalent of Drew 
Barrymore. And that brings me to my 
next point. In the past few years I’ve 
become painfully aware that I’m now the 
kind of person I never trusted when I 
considered myself to be an activist. Not 
that I have any deep character flaws that 
make me untrustworthy: I’m just too 
damned old and too damned middle-class. 

At thirty-seven, I have had, for the 
past eighteen years, hundreds of 
opportunities to express myself in print. 
And frankly, the burning issues that push 
my blood pressure into the dangerous 
register are becoming fewer and farther 
between. I’ve been around long enough 
to realize that stuff happens in cycles and 
that, ultimately, change is a slow and 
grinding process. 

What I’m really interested in these 
days is the idea of “story.” While there 
are definitely occasions when truth is 
stranger than fiction, and what looks like 
a regular news story takes on a lot of the 
aspects of a great mystery, those stories 
are generally the domain of investigative 
reporters who work at dailies, or 
freelancers who choose to make this work 
their lives. And that’s not me. 

John Lennon once sang that “Life is 
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what happens when you’re making 
plans.” Well, that’s certainly been the 
case in my life. I have had the same goal 
since I was a kid, and lately I’ve been too 
busy to see just how close I’ve become to 
achieving it. You see, I work for an 
animation company in _ creative 
development—I basically make up lies 
intended to amuse people. And best of 
all, I get paid for it. 

Well, one thing has led to another and 
I find myself increasingly closer to 
having the opportunity to tell the stories I 
personally want to tell, embellished in 
ways designed purely to entertain. And 
in order to focus on these pursuits, I’m 
giving up a lot of extracurricular 
activities. This is one of them. 

So if you think you’re a hot writer 
with an interesting point of view, get in 
touch with David Crosson. He’s a good 
editor: technically sharp, fair and funny. 
He’s also a very good writer, and one who 
knows firsthand how difficult it is to get a 
first gig in the queer press. (Nearly a 


decade ago, he had to bribe me with a 
gigantic latté before I’d take a meeting 
with him.) 

If you don’t have clippings to offer, 


write up a piece on spec. Don’t expect to 
get paid for it, just use it as your calling 
card. Maybe you’ll get lucky and it will 
run. But at the very least it will show him 
what you’re capable of as a writer. Better 
yet, fire up a half-dozen ideas for stories 
that you’d be interested in writing and 
attach those as well. 

Great writers possess commitment, 
curiosity and creativity. To get this across 
it’s essential you have one other quality: 
passion. 

Writing for Outlooks has served me 
well. It has brought me a sense of 
vindication and a sense of a greater 
community. It has also helped me 
rediscover my own passion.

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Disclosure and dating: the HIV dilemma

Nothing brings out the dating urge like 
the pending arrival of Valentine’s Day. Or, for 
some, the focus that can be placed on not 
having a date! Certainly it is one of those 
times when we all at least stop to ponder the 
ritual of dating. 

So many books have been written on the 
subject: a trip to the “gender studies” section of 
a bookstore shows exactly how far things have 
come. Whatever your sexual identity, there is 
sure to be a book there that will slowly reveal 
its secrets to finding, attracting or keeping your 
perfect mate. 

If only it were so easy as reading a book 
and following the recipe set forward within 
those pages. Who would be alone on this day 
set aside for romance and lovers? The answer 
is clearly none of us! 

Perhaps you won’t have a date this 
Valentines Day. Maybe you don’t believe in 
recognising the occasion in the way it is 
currently defined. This might be a good day 
for some reflection. You could always think of 
someone in the past that you wish was still 
there with you. There is always the activity of 
daring to dream about who “Mr. Right’ might 
be, as visions of “happily ever after” establish 
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a foothold in your brain. Or, while you scarf 
down a box of cherry-filled chocolates, it 
might be a good day to curse each and every 
“Mr. Right Now” you’ve encountered in your 
life. " 

With love and romance in the air there is 
another possible option. This day, and indeed 


the time leading up to it, might be a good time 
to reflect on another crucial modern dating 
issues—HIV. We have all heard the messages 
about the virus, and it would be wonderful if 


we could acknowledge that we are all, indeed, 
heeding the message. Statistics show that, 
unfortunately, this is not the case. 

For any person who lives with HIV, 
dating is always an issue that brings up the 
greatest conflict. If HIV is a reality in your 
life, you will know exactly what I mean. 
Disclosure of one’s HIV status is one of the 
most uncomfortable moments for anyone. 
Disclosure of this fact on a date or with 
someone with whom you are intimate creates 
great turmoil. 

This is a complicated issue at the best of 
times. At this point in time, this is made even 
more complicated with the Supreme Court 
decision which upheld that a person who 
knowingly engages in unprotected sexual 
intercourse with another person can be found 
guilty of aggravated assault. Most would 
agree with this. 

This decision has not only criminalized 
the act, it has also elevated the virus to the level 
of a weapon (aggravated assault has been 
traditionally applied to an offense when 
something like a baseball bat, bottle or other 
potentially dangerous object is used in an 
assault). This is now a whole new set of rules. 

What the court decision did not deal with, 
are the issues of duty involved in disclosing 
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HIV status in situations where safer sex is 
practised or where condom failure could 
occur. Any discussion around these issues is 
pure speculation and the legal outcome 
unknown. Few would argue that this does not 
constitute a “grey area.” And when grey areas 
come into play in any scenario, it leaves room 
for a lot of personal judgement based on what 
individuals would do in such dicey situations. 

Now comes the difficult part. 

Most people who live with the virus 
would agree that an HIV-negative person 
could not even imagine what they would do in 
this situation. Reality and speculation are two 
very different things. It is easy to disclose that 
you are not HIV-positive in any situation. 
(Don’t go flying off the handle now! I am 
trying to be gentle...) The goal is to get you to 
think about this! Remember: Valentine’s 
Day... romance... love... 

Rather than bombarding you with 
opinion, this is to guide your reflection. The 
best answers will come from within. With that 
in mind, here are a few questions you might 
want to ask yourself in regard to this issue. 


You are single and dating or in an open 
relationship: 


In the past year, have you asked every 
new sexual partner what their HIV status 
is? 

If you haven’t, why not? 

If you have, did you believe the 
response? 

If they responded yes, how did you 
proceed? 

If they responded no, how did you 


proceed? 
Was your response different 
depending on their answer? 


You practise safer sex (condoms, 
lubricant, lower-risk activities etc). 

Does the HIV status of your partner 
matter? 

If it does not, are you consistent in 
your practise? 

If it does, do you ask yourself why? 


These may sound like silly questions, but 
it is amazing how many people use condoms 
based on the assumption that their sexual 
partner is HIV-negative. Often, what ends up 
happening is that safer sex is practised and no 
discussion of HIV takes place. And that leaves 
out some very important aspects, such as 
reflection and awareness. 

There is one last question I want to leave 
you with—and keep in mind that it is asked 
within the context of using condoms and 
practising safer sex. In a situation where one 
person is HIV-positive and the other HIV- 
negative, is the onus to disclose or initiate 
discussion equal for both?

At The Men’s Project, we believe that 
there are many ways to protect yourself from 
HIV infection. Nonetheless, the condom 
still remains one of the best ways of 
preventing the spread of HIV during higher 
risk sexual activities, such as anal sex. In 
honour of national condom week, we want to 
celebrate the condom and help you increase 
your knowledge about these little bits of 
latex that can save lives. 


History of the Condom 

In the beginning there was withdrawal, 
and God was displeased. Onan, in the earliest 
recorded example of birth control, spilled his 
seed upon the ground instead of inside his 
brother’s wife. He was promptly smote 
down by God for his wastefulness (Genesis 
38:9-10). Pity. 

Egyptians in the 13th century B.C. were 
more prudent: they utilized oiled animal 
bladders and intestines to contain their fluid, 
and seemed to have largely avoided such 
smiting. 

The condom appeared next in cave 
paintings at Les Combarelles, in southern 
France, dated around 100 A.D. 

It is also commonly believed that the 
ancient Romans had “things for their things.” 
But, despite what one might think, nothing 
suggests that either Trojans or Sheiks were 
on the condom tip. 

Notwithstanding these early (and 
sketchy) proto-prophylactics, the first 
documentation of a sheath for the penis came 
in 1564, from Italian anatomist Gabriel 
Fallopius (that’s right—he of Fallopian tube 
fame). His members-only design consisted 
of a linen and intestine construction that fit 
over the tip of the penis and was intended to 
ward off syphilis. A larger model was 
designed for circumcised penises. 

Though Fallopius claimed more than a 
thousand successful trials as proof of his 
invention’s effectiveness, it evidently rubbed 
users the wrong way. If used improperly (i.e., 
without cleaning), it spread as many diseases 
as it could prevent. Allegedly, Fallopius 
didn’t even want his name tied to his 
creation. 

Nearly a century later, England’s King 
Charles II demanded that his personal 
physician create a contraption that would 
help prevent syphilis. It’s good to be the 
king. Dr. Condom produced something made 
of stretched and oiled sheep intestines. No 
word on whether he had been influenced by 
Fallopius. Apparently the device worked 
unlike his fellow oversexed royal, Henry 
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VII, Charles If died not of V.D., but of 
apoplexy. 

The king’s innovation caught on. Men at 
court used them; commoners sold them, 
advertisers trumpeted their effectiveness and, 
needless to say, moralists derided them. They 
held that condoms lead to the deterioration of 
the human race by encouraging pre-marital 
sex, sex with prostitutes and the demise of 
marriage. Characteristically ignoring all 
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caution, a libertine of no less stature than 
Casanova supposedly employed a condom in 
his trysts; he referred to it as his “English 
Riding Coat.” 

Slowly, the condom’s popularity spread. 
When travellers visited Japan in the mid-19th 
century, they discovered condoms made of 
both tortoise-shell (kabutogata) and leather 
(kyotai). 

Back in the West, Hancock and 
Goodyear vulcanized rubber in 1843, setting 
the stage for the next leap in prophylactic 
technology—by the 1870s, molded rubber 
condoms had come into vogue. Whether they 
were made of shell, leather or rubber, these 
models were used repeatedly until they broke. 

In the 1920s, a relaxation of the 
Comstock Law (which prohibited the 
production and sale of printed references to 
sex, as well as products intended for use 
during intercourse) enabled the condom to 
surface in places as respectable as pharmacies 
and truck-stop bathrooms. Latex 
manufacturing processes improved in the 
1930s to produce a raincoat almost as thin, 
pliant and inexpensive as the ones we use 
today, ushering in the age of the infinitely 
more sanitary single-use condom. 

As with the development of so many 
other wonderful consumer products, the real 
Rubber Revolution was sparked by the two 
world wars. Despite official pleas to abstain 
from sex during the first World War, few 
Americans stationed overseas listened. While 
WWI hospitals were busy treating all types of 
afflictions—some even _battle-inflicted— 
officials discovered that V.D. and children 
were unpleasant side effects of wartime carnal 
diversions. 


So, in World War II , the armed forces 
decided to try out a new strategy: promoting 
the use of condoms. While the practical 
value was unquestioned, moralists still raised 
Cain. Following V-J day, the military 
returned to its former stance of issuing stern 
admonishments against wanton sex. But 
there were baby boomers to be conceived 
and, with the availability of penicillin, V.D. 
prevention was no longer a motivating 
concern. 

By this time, there was no getting soft 
on this sticky subject. Thanks to the visions 
of inventors who could roll with the 
changing times, condoms were here to stay. 

The next frontier for prophylactics 
involved making them more consumer 
friendly. The reservoir tip on the skin-tight 
latex condom was introduced in the early 
“50s, as was the sensation-deadening 
condom, designed to end premature 
ejaculation. The concept of “mutual 
pleasure” emerged in 1973 with the release 
of the textured condom. In the ‘80s, the 
spread of AIDS transformed the condom into 
an essential sexual accessory. Women were 
finally allowed into the act in 1993, when the 
female condom hit the American market. 
Finally, the onus was no longer on Onan.

Reducing the Risk 

There are many who don’t like using 
condoms, but no one can argue with the fact 
that they greatly reduce your risk of getting 
HIV and other STDs. In a 1987-91 study of 
couples in which one partner had HIV, all 
123 couples who used condoms every time 
for four years prevented transmission of the 
virus. In 122 couples who did not use 
condoms every time, twelve partners became 
infected.

If you do choose to use condoms, it’s 
important to use them correctly. Here are a 
few helpful tips for those who want to lower 
their risks. 


Handle condoms gently. Store them in 
a cool, dry place. Long exposure to air, heat, 
and light makes them more breakable. Do 
not stash them continually in a back pocket, 
wallet or glove compartment. 


Use lubricant inside and outside the

lubricated.) Lubrication helps prevent rips 


. and tears, and it increases sensitivity. Use 


only water-based lubricants with latex 
condoms. Oil-based lubricants like 
petroleum jelly, cold cream, butter, or 
mineral and vegetable oils damage latex and 
could cause the condom to break. 


Use a condom only once. Use a fresh 
one for each erection. Have a good supply on 
hand. Condoms usually come rolled into a 
ring shape. They are individually sealed in 
aluminum foil or plastic. Be careful—don’t 
tear the condom while unwrapping it. If it is 
brittle, stiff, or sticky, throw it away and use 
another. 


Putting on a Condom Properly For 
pleasure, ease and effectiveness, both 
partners should know how to put on and use 
a condom. To learn without feeling pressured 
or embarrassed, practice on your penis or a 
penis-shaped object like a ketchup bottle, 
banana, cucumber or squash. Remember: 
practice makes perfect. 

Men leak fluids from their penises 
before and after ejaculation. Pre-ejaculate 
(“pre-cum”) can carry enough germs to 
cause STDs. 

1) Put a drop or two of lubricant inside 
the condom. 

2) If the penis is uncircumcised, pull 
back the foreskin before rolling on the 
condom. 

3) Place the rolled condom over the tip 
of the hard penis. 

4) Leave a half-inch space at the tip to 
collect semen. 

5) Pinch the air out of the tip with one 
hand. (Friction against air bubbles is what 
causes most condom breaks.) 

6) Unroll the condom over the penis 
with the other hand. 

7) Roll it all the way down to the base of 
the penis. 

8) Smooth out any air bubbles. 

9) Lubricate the outside of the condom. 


Taking Off a Condom 

Pull out before the penis softens. 

Don’t spill the semen—hold the 
condom tight against the base of the penis 
while you pull out. 

Throw the condom away. Wash the 
penis with soap and water before embracing 
again.

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C-23 results in a taxing process

The 2000 tax season will be a 
Renaissance, of sorts, for many gay and 
lesbian couples in Canada. 

As a result of Bill C-23, it is now 
possible to claim your partner as a 
common-law spouse. Though this is not 
a requirement for the 2000 tax year you 
will be required, by law, to declare your 
partner next year on your 2001 tax 
return. 

Why would you want to declare 
your partner on 2000’s tax return? 
Actually, for some gay couples, it makes 
sense to declare their status now so that, 
as a couple, you pay less taxes. 

One area for gay couples to 
consider is the purchase of spousal 
RRSPs. If one partner is in a higher tax 
bracket and has RRSP “room,” then he 
or she could buy her partner a spousal 
RRSP and receive more tax back from 
the Canada Customs and Revenue 
Agency. An example of this would be 
where one partner makes over $60,010 
and is in about a 42% tax bracket, 
whereas his partner makes under 


$30,005 and is in a 23% tax bracket. 
Having the higher-paid partner 
purchase a spousal RRSP would result 
in the couple receiving an extra $190.00 
back in taxes per $1000.00 contributed 
to the spousal RRSP. (42% X $1000.00) 
— (23% X $1000.00) 

A spouse can also transfer certain 
amounts that he or she qualifies for, but 
does not need, to their partner to reduce 
his or her federal tax to zero. These are 
the age amounts (up to a maximum of 
$3531.00), pension income amount 
($1000.00), disability amount 
($4293.00) and tuition and education 
amounts (maximum $5000.00). 

Medical expenses and charitable 
donations can also be transferred to a 
partner. For medical expenses, it is 
sometimes more advantageous for the 
lower income spouse to claim them, as 
the total expenses must be more than 3% 
of the claiming partner’s income. 

The last area for tax savings 
pertains to couples where one partner is 
financially dependant on the other; then 
the spousal credit (up to a maximum of 
$6140.00) can be claimed by the person 
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with income. 

One word of caution: if either 
spouse is receiving government benefits 
that are based on “family income,” he or 
she could lose all or part of these 
benefits for the 2000 tax year. Some 
examples of these are the GST credit 
(family income over $25,921), the Child 
Tax Benefit, the National Child Benefit, 


and the Alberta Family Employment 
Tax Credit. 

So, before you decide to take 
advantage of any of the tax strategies 
above, make sure you do _ the 
calculations to ensure it is worth your 
while, or contact your financial advisor 
for more information.

The main reason is that 
without the help of our community 
members—both financially and through 
volunteerism, this weekend event would not 
occur. 

Preparations for this year’s rodeo started 
about one day after last year’s event. The 
first thing the ARGRA Board has to address 
is finding committed people to run for seven 
Executive positions as well as twenty-five 
members of the Rodeo Committee. It should 
be noted that these positions don’t receive 
any compensation for the many hours of 
work they put in. Once these positions are 
filled, it’s necessary to develop the plan for 
the next rodeo, an exercise that takes several 
months to complete. We try to mn the 
organization as a business, with approved 
budgets, revenue forecasts and job 
descriptions for our members. Meetings at 
the beginning of the year are usually held 
once per month and, as rodeo weekend 
approaches, the frequency of meetings 
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increases. May and June are usually the 
busiest months for us all. 

Our monthly dances also require the 
support of many people who help with 
everything from setting up the hall to 
bartending and busing tables. You wouldn’t 
believe what fun you can have at 2:30am, 
hauling empty bottles out of Victoria Park 
Hall! No, really... Without the funds we 
generate from our dances 
fundraising events, we would not have 
enough money to pay all the deposits 
necessary to book all the services we require 
to host the rodeo weekend 

I’ve heard some people question why 
they should support ARGRA events, based 
on the perception that we have a lot of 
money. While it is true that we do make 
money aS an organization, when you 
consider that the budget for the 2001 Rodeo 
is approximately $140,000, you can see that 
we need to make money. Almost all of the 
services we need to book in advance require 
substantial deposits, and advertising, food 
and printing costs continue to increase each 
year. We have only raised the cost of our 
weekend packages by $5.00 once in the last 
eight years, and will do what we can to keep 
the costs to our guests reasonable. As well, 
the cost to come to an ARGRA dance has 
never changed and our membership costs are 
the cheapest in all of the International Gay 
Rodeo Association. Our organization also 
tries to give money back to the community, 
and we are proud of the fact that ARGRA 
has donated many thousands of dollars to 
local charities. We have also made it possible 
for other community groups, who do not 
have the ability to fundraise, to help out at 
ARGRA functions, and groups such as the 
Bears, Lesbian Mothers, SHARP 
Foundation and Team Calgary have all been 
able to raise funds at ARGRA events. In 
addition, we try to support gay businesses 
wherever possible. 

Part of the reason for writing this update 
is to let you know how very important it is 
for our community to get behind an event 
such as the Canadian Rockies International 
Rodeo, because without the support of the 
many gay communities across Western 
Canada and throughout the U.S. we would 
not be able to continue to make the July long 
weekend something for us all to look 
forward to. Volunteers are crucial to our 
success and when an ARGRA member calls 
you and asks you to help out, I hope you 
won’t mind giving back an hour or two of 
your time to ensure that the rodeo happens 
again and again.

The “they” are New Yorkers and 
the “it” is Washington, D.C. Now isn’t that 
the pot calling the kettle taupe... (with 
George W. now firmly ensconced in the 
White House, time will tell if D.C. changes 
it's moniker to “the top capital of the 
world.”) 

Regardless, Washington is a must-visit 
destination for travellers, particularly in the 
Despite its pin-striped 
reputation as the capital of the world’s 
most powerful nation, the city is extremely 
friendly—witness the full-page 
congratulatory message from Al and 
Tipper Gore in last summer’s 145-page 
Pride Guide. There are also enough 
galleries, museums, restaurants and gay 
bars to satisfy everyone from sweater-fags 
to barflies. 

No longer a city plagued by runaway 
crime and urban decay, Washington is now 
safe and clean—just the way we like it. 

Since 1997, reported crime has

gay 
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decreased by half and, surprisingly, the 
population of the city itself is only 
600,000. 

If you're a sightseeing queen, you'll 
find nirvana here. History is everywhere, 
in such places as the infamous Watergate, 
and even the hotel in which I stayed, the 
Washington Hilton. Who can forget the 
assassination attempt made here on Ronald 
Reagan in 1981. 

Must-see monuments include the 
imposing Jefferson and _ Lincoln 
Memorials, the fabulously phallic 


Washington Monument, the Vietnam 
Veterans Memorial (designed by Maya 
Ying Yin), the FDR Memorial and, of 
course, 
House. 


the National Mall and White 


If your stay in D.C. is a short one, 
the best way to see as many sights as 
possible is to take the TourMobile, a 
large tram that travels to most attractions 
all day long. It costs roughly $14 US for 
the day and the “tour” allows you to get 
off at any site for photo-ops. 

Walking tours are perhaps a more 
enjoyable way to see the sights and, 
other than the Canadian Embassy, my 
most memorable experience of D.C. was 
a walking tour along Embassy Row, just 
off Dupont Circle. 

Dupont Circle is the heart of gay 
Washington and most of its shops, 
restaurants, galleries and bars proudly 
display the rainbow colours. It’s a lovely 
area dotted with parks, fountains, 
beautiful big, old trees and gorgeous old 
mansions steeped in history. 

As luck would have it, I was invited 
to dine at the Cosmos Club—a 
wonderfully stuffy men’s club (not 
gay—at least not outwardly) which reeks 
of old money. The National Geographic 
Society was born in the cigar-and-port 
lounge at the Cosmos. Urban legend has 
it that the original owner of the Cosmos 
used to host wild Gatsby-esque parties 
where many of the men (gasp!) would 


don wigs and frocks. Haven’t times 
changed! 

One of the absolute musts while in 
D.C., is a visit to the Canadian 
Embassy. Years of global terrorist 
threats have resulted in all embassies 
being closed to the public; however, the 
Canadian Embassy, one of the most 
architecturally distinctive and beautiful 
in the world, offers a small public gallery 
and theatre room for the enjoyment of 
visitors. 

The Arthur Erikson-designed (he of 
Vancouver roots) building is a work of 
art in itself, and displays the gracious 
spareness of the architect’s signature 
style. Add to this a remarkable collection 
of Canadian paintings and sculptures, 
and it is no wonder that the Canadian 
Embassy is ranked as one of the finest in 
the world. 

As for the capital’s extensive and 
diverse museums and art galleries, one 
could easily make a trip out of doing 
nothing but visiting them, starting with 
the Smithsonian Institution. 

It’s the world’s largest museum 
complex, and encompasses sixteen

distinct museums and galleries, with 
more than 140 million artifacts and 
specimens.

Across town, off Sheridan Circle, the 
Phillips Collection -houses one of the 
world’s largest assemblies of Modernism, 
and features Renoir’s Luncheon of the 
Boating Party. 

If time permits, hop a cab from the 
Phillips Collection to Dumbarton Oaks 
in Georgetown. This  Federal-style 
mansion houses an exquisite collection of 
Byzantine objects, pre-Columbian Art 
and a garden library featuring rare books, 
manuscripts and prints. Speaking of 
gardens, botannical buffs will be in 
heaven exploring the acres of beautifully 
manicured grounds which surround it. 

It should come as no surprise that a 


government town like D.C. overflows 
with restaurants (the politicians have to 
eat somewhere now, don’t they?) If 
you’ ve more money than brains, consider 
dining at Seasons, a very up-market 
restaurant in the Four Seasons Hotel on 
the edge of Georgetown. The food is 
sublime and the people watching 
divine—from potentates to Georgetown / 
American / George Washington 
University students whose parents 
obviously have tons of dough. I can’t 
recall the last time I saw a student driving 
a Porsche... 

The ‘in’ dining spot for the powerful 
(as in Hillary and Bill, Janet and 
Madeline) is Nora, just off Dupont Circle 
Metro. If you have 
to ask the price, you 
can’t afford it. 
However, you'll 
likely not mind 
spending a month’s 
rent here, as the 
cuisine is perhaps 
the best in D.C. 
Take a pass on 
7 dining at the 
number-one tourism 
destination in D.C., 
Union Station. It’s 
definitely worth a 
look, but don’t 


- 
bother trying any one of the number of 
bistro-type restaurants that dot the 
concourse: they’re touristy, tacky and noisy. 
You’ ve been warned. 

D.C. nightlife, although not as wild as 
New York, is great fun nonetheless. There 
are scores of bars catering to every taste. 
Ziegfeld’s/Secrets presents Ella Fitzgerald 
and Her Ladies of Illusion on Friday and 
Saturday nights. “Ella” has been at it for 
more than twenty years and is really quite 
good. The Secrets side of the club features 
strippers (professional) and an amateur 
night weekly. Remingtons, located on 
Pennsylvania Ave., is D.C.’s ‘cowboy’ bar, 
and their slogan “Where the men make their 


moves on or off the dance floor!” is apt 
indeed. Other hot clubs include Badlands, 
Club Chaos, Ardiente, and, for those who 
like to watch shower dancing, Wet. 


You can get a comprehensive listing of 
all D.C.’s bars, clubs, tubs, bookstores and 
the like online or just pick up any one of the 
free gay publications you'll find when you 
go there. 

And go there you should, for D.C. is 
truly tops.

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Arenas: queer in Castro’s Cuba —

On February 13, the Academy of 
Motion Pictures will announce this year’s 
Oscar nominees and one category you'll 
want to watch carefully is Best Actor. No 
doubt we'll be seeing Tom Hanks take a 
spot for Cast Away and Russell Crowe for 
Gladiator. Geoffrey Rush, Matt Damon, 
Michael Douglas and Sean Connery are 
also all being touted as strong contenders 
for the remaining three spots. But. there 
could be a very dark horse in actor Javier 
Bardem. If so, it will prove that Hollywood 
is getting braver indeed. 

It’s not just that Bardem is Spanish, but 
that in director Julian Schnabel’s powerful 
drama Before Night Falls, he plays writer 
Reinaldo Arenas. Arenas was born in Cuba 
in 1943 and grew up a child of Castro’s 
regime. He loved his country and he loved 
the revolution. He also loved men—and 
that eventually made him a “non” person in 
his country of birth. Before Arenas was 
finally allowed to leave Cuba for the United 
States, in May of 1980, he was humiliated, 
imprisoned, tortured and censored. He 
published his-first book, Singing from the 
Well, when he was only twenty, winning a 
national book award. It would be the only 
one of his twenty books, ten novels, short

story collections and poems that would be 
published in Cuba. All the others had to be 
smuggled out of the country and printed 
abroad, or rewritten after he arrived in 
America. 

Bardem’s protrayal of Arenas is 
shattering for its complexity, humanity and 
honesty. He plays Arenas from a teenager 
to his dying moments in New York, a 
performance that dwarfs anything done by 
the other possible candidates. However, the 
subject matter of the film, and the fact that 
much of it is in Spanish, could work against 
Bardem in the Oscar race. Much the pity. 
This is one of those rare performances that 
transcends language. It is a universal story 
of sexual persecution.

The film also showcases not one, but 
two, performances from Johnny Depp. In 
one prison sequence, Depp plays a 
transvestite who helps Arenas smuggle a 
manuscript out of jail. In another, Depp is a 
hateful prison guard who is, himself, a 
closeted homosexual. This hypocrisy was 
something Arenas pointed out in many of 
his stories. 

In his novel, Before Night Falls, the 
writer recalls the early days of the 

revolution. “Many 
of the young men 
who marched in 
Revolutionary 
Sq -Ulea hae 
applauding Fidel 
Castro, and many 


of his soldiers 
who marched, 
rifles in hand, 


would come to 
our rooms after 
the parades to 
cuddle up naked 
and show their 
real selves to us, 
seeking and 
showing a tenderness and true enjoyment I 
have not been able to find again anywhere 
else in the world”, he wrote. Arenas 
claimed, in his final autobiographical notes 
in New York, that he had as many as 5,000 
sexual encounters since he began having 
homosexual sex as a child. 

It was such revelations and such 
honesty that drove the Cuban government 
to do everything in its power to silence 
Arenas. Before Night Falls shows how this 
individual was betrayed not just by 
politicians and police, but by his family, 
friends and fellow writers. At various times 


_in his life, they turned him in to the police 


or bore false witness against him. Arenas 
actually tried to swim to America once and, 


on another occasion he tried to ride both a 
rubber inner tube and a hot air balloon. 
Each time his attempts were thwarted by 
conspirators. 

Before Night Falls was a hit at last 
year’s Toronto Film Festival. It opened in 
New York and Los Angeles in December to 
allow it to qualify for Oscar consideration, 
and it will begin opening slowly across 


Canada this month, first in Toronto, 
Vancouver and Montreal. It should be in all 
major markets by mid-February. If Bardem 
is nominated as best actor, Before Night 
Falls will receive an even wider release, 
much in the way that the gay-themed Gods 
& Monsters did when it received a handful 
of Oscar nominations in 1998. 

Fans of foreign art films will recognize 
Bardem as the star of 1992’s Jamon, 
Jamon, for which he received the Spanish 
equivalent of the Oscar. He has also 
received international and Spanish awards 
for Boca a Boca (Mouth to Mouth) and 
Pedro Almodovar’s Live Flesh. He is 
considered Spain’s sexiest export since 
Antonio Banderas, and he brings his famed 
raw sensuality to the character of Arenas.

My first impression of the collection 
entitled Male Lust: Pleasure, Power and 
Transformation, was, “Wow—I thought it 
would have been bigger...” That said, 


however, a quick tour through its 364 
pages reinforced a notion that we have 
heard for years: size doesn’t matter; it’s 
what you do with it that counts. Clearly, 
the editors and contributing writers knew 
what they were doing when they 
undertook the rather monumental task of 
piecing together a patchwork quilt of 
ideas, anecdotes, opinions, information 
and experience. And what a vivid quilt it 
is. 

Unlike other books that explore such 
potentially loaded subjects as this, the 
writers and editors of Male Lust don’t 
impose their ideas. Rather, they share 
them in bite-sized samples of both wisdom 
and carefree, impulsive thought, tasty little 
nuggets that create a hunger that draws the 
reader through from tale to tale. 

Though not specifically a “gay” book, 
Male Lust does address a large number of 
either homosexual or alternative sexuality 
issues (when last I checked, our 
community did not hold the monopoly on 
the most tempting of Deadly Sins). This 
book, vast in its spectrum of ideas, will be 
of interest to gay men, straight men, bi- 
men, straight women and anyone else who 
even gives a fleeting damn about XY units 
getting it on in some way or other. 

Male Lust, perhaps as a result of the 
diversity of its many voices, is broken 
down into a menu of themes: Challenges, 
Obsessions, Politics and Inspiration. Opt 
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for “door number two” in that sequence for 
the most—er, fun. Still, the remaining 
three sections hold a wealth of ideas for 
the reader to tackle and tussle with, all of 
which are nothing short of challenging. 

All too often, we focus on the issues 
of gender and sexuality that somehow 
relate to or affect us as individuals. And 
just as often, we miss out on recognizing 
the equal (and sometimes greater) 
struggles that occur in the lives of people 
with whom we have little, if anything, in 
common. In this regard, Male Lust is both 
teacher and tonic. Take, for example, the 
entry entitled “Cock In My Pocket,” the 
tale of a recent female-to-male transsexual 
(previously a lesbian feminist, to boot) 
coping with newfound, testosterone- 
induced lust. Spurred on by an explicit 
and seemingly unending smorgasbord of 
available pornography, and the charms of 
the women around him, 
author Max Wolf Valerio 
explores his conflicting 
feelings and wonders aloud, 
“My god, if this is how men 
feel, why don’t they rape 
more often?” 

Or consider the case of a 
man whose need to be 
dominated by other women is 
a separate issue outside his 
marriage, but an integral and 
undeniable part of his identity. 
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A bit removed for many of us, but take it a 
step further, with man-to-man sex 
substituted for domination, and you have 
an exploration of what it must be like for 
married, straight-identified men who 
frequent parks, public toilets and the like. 
Above and beyond these two 
remarkable pieces, Male Lust boasts a 
roster of concepts and issues that runs the 
longest of gamuts. From the sex industry 
to sexual fantasies, male identity and the 
female perception of same, this book pulls 
the reader in and imparts a sense of 
community—a community of sexual 
beings—that goes a long way towards 
understanding our most basic of instincts. 
Editors Kerwin Kay, Jill Nagle and Baruch 
Gould must be commended for possessing 
the vision to pull such an extraordinary 
group of writers together. Pick it up. Now.

It was some fifteen years ago that I 
voluntarily took this boy out of Alberta, 
watching with deep-rooted ambivalence 
as the Calgary Tower and the Rockies 
disappeared slowly from my rear view 
mirror as I aimed my life at Toronto. 

But it’s only in the last few 
months—as I’ve attempted to make sense 
of some of the more convoluted political 
reasoning emanating from my old home 
on the range—that I’ve come to realize 
that perhaps a bit of Alberta has 
disappeared from the boy in those 
intervening years. 

Loathe as I am to admit it, I just 
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separate politics 


don’t get the whole Stockwell Day thing. 

Here is the story thus far, at least, the 
story as I’ve been able to decipher it. 

These days, it seems a lot of 
Albertans have got a major twist in their 
knickers because evil people like me in 
central Canada (better known to 
Albertans, I suspect, as those Eastern 
Bastards) didn’t immediately succumb to 
the prodigious charms of the 
aforementioned Mr. Day. 

Unlike our kith and kindred in the 
West, Central Canadians (ex-pat 
Albertans included) did not throw our 
figurative skirts over our heads and sink 
to the floor in submission at the first 
sight of the dapper Mr. Day. 

Oh, there was a certain enthusiasm in 
some quarters when he first Sea-doo’d 
onto the scene, but in the main, Central 
Canadians waited to see if this Day-glo 
had any depth. 

And by election day, it was obvious 
to most of us that he did not, so we did 
what reasonable people have always 
done in a democracy: we parked our 
votes elsewhere. 

This did not stem, it must be pointed 
out in the face of recent revisionism, 
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from any desire to keep Westerners in 
their place. Some of my best friends are 
Westerners (albeit somewhat nervous 
Westerners, all things considered). 
Besides, here in Ontario, we’ve learned 
first hand that the place for any Canadian 
is anywhere in Canada he or she wants to 
be. 

All our rejection of Day said was 
that Central Canadians harboured a very 
real suspicion that Day was all form and 
no substance—a suspicion certainly 
borne out in recent revelations from the 
man’s home province and from the party 
he leads. 

With the wisdom acquired in over 
three decades of calling Alberta home, I 
figured that Day’s  high-handed 
behaviour in the recent settlement of the 
lawsuit brought against him by Lorne 
Goddard would do much to mitigate 
Western Canada’s outrage over the fact 
that Central Canada had failed to eat up 
the man’s vanilla ice-cream charms with 
a spoon. 

I couldn’t have been more wrong. 

And that’s when I realized that 
maybe, in some strange way, I had lost 
my grounding as a dyed-in-the-wool 
Albertan. 

Instead of sheepishly distancing 
themselves from Day in the wake of 
revelations that seem to _ prove 
conclusively that the man is every bit as 
venal as every other politician on the face 
of the earth, Albertans have chosen 
instead to strike out at Ontario even 
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harder. Despite the fact that Day now 
stands exposed to all the world as having 
more gall than the south of France, I read 
that some of you are are now really, 
really ticked at Central Canada and are 
threatening to separate because the rest 
of Canada refused to vote for this pouty 
political dilettante. 

Meanwhile, Jean Chretien—the man 
who proved to be the major beneficiary 
of Central Canada’s well-founded 
mistrust of Day and his Neanderthal 
social policies—sits in Ottawa with his 
brain seemingly on auto-pilot. Despite 
the fact that the Supreme Court of 
Canada has ruled consistently and 
conclusively against legislated 
discrimination against gays, Chretien and 
his bully boys seem determined to drag 
the whole issue through the courts one 
more time on the subject of gay 
marriages. 

Of course, no one who’s kept even a 
shred of his right mind believes for a 
moment that in the face of mounting 
public acceptance the Supreme Court is 
going to deny the gay community this 
last boon. But by ducking out from under 
the decision, Chretien and his token 
Alberta Justice Minister can deflect 
criticism from people who likely 
wouldn’t have voted for them anyway, by 
pointing the finger of blame at a court 
who is forced to do what politicians 
won't. 

Come to think of it, maybe 
separation isn’t such a bad idea, but 
rather than having provinces separate 
from the nation, why don’t we just all 
separate from our politicians.

Valentine’s Day brings us plentiful 
expressions of love (and even lust) in a 
romantic and memorable way. This month, 
that topic presents us with an opportunity to 
examine the youth perspective surrounding 
relationships—relationships that are 
beginning to come out of the closet in the gay 
youth community. With all of the recent 
discussion and media coverage of same-sex 
marmmage, many gay youth are seeing the 
possibility of being involved in some sort of 
legally recognized partnership in the future. 

I had the opportunity to ask Bnan, a 
newcomer to the community, about his 
thoughts on relationships. “Well, ’m 
officially gay now, and now what? Does this 
mean I am [legally] single the rest of my life?” 
he asked. Probably not. It is just a matter of 
time before gay relationships have equal 
status with marriages. Common-law nights 
have already been extended to same-sex 
relationships, a major milestone on the road to 
gay marriage. 

For those struggling between a 
“traditional” or religious upbringing and 
being gay, marriage and domestic 
partnerships offer some comfort. And just 
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knowing that they exist adds a degree of 
legitimacy to same-sex relationships. It can be 
reassuring to know that your relationship has 
the possibility of tuming into a recognized 
lifelong commitment. 

On the other hand, there are youth that 
are not—at least for now—interested in 
marriage. Typically, they argue that if they are 
in love, it is all that should matter, and feel that 
the government does not need to be involved 
in their relationships. There are those who 
prefer not to be involved in longterm or 
committed relationships. One of my friends, 
Ryan, views his relationships as fulfilling a 
need of feeling wanted. He believes gay 
marriage is good for the community, but has 
not really considered it for himself yet. 

There are, however, many legal benefits 
that arise from gay marriage—from the 
potential to adopt children to being able to 
take advantage of tax benefits. Marriage is 
also a symbolic public proclamation of the 
commitment and love for the two people 
involved. 

It is an achievement for the entire 
community that the government has begun to 
recognize the seriousness and legitimacy of 
gay relationships. Perhaps gay marriage will 
finally put an end to the stereotype that 
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A fresh perspective on romance 


homosexuals cannot have committed and 
long-lasting unions, and there will be real 
numbers to analyze, numbers that show just 
how many serious same-sex couples exist. 
The media has also played a significant 
role in the public’s opinion of same-sex 
relationships. There are many TV shows that 
have gay leading characters, which allows the 
world to become a bit more comfortable with 
the concept of homosexuality from the 
security of their living rooms. The biggest 
benefit from such programs is that gay youth 
can grow up with some exposure to portrayals 
of themselves on screen. It affords an 
opportunity to see how there is nothing 
abnormal about two individuals, of the same- 
sex living together in a serious relationship. 
Many people may view gay marriage as 
being “non-traditional’—which is entirely 
true. Up to this point, there have not been 
married role models for questioning youth to 
identify with, Do gay males grow up 
dreaming of one day being married and 
having a husband? I don’t know very many 
teenagers, regardless of orientation, who 
possess an innate desire to be married. 
However, when I spoke to several young gay 
teenagers about this subject they expressed a 
real interest. Rick, a Calgary youth, said, “I 


hope I will get married here in Canada as soon 
as I find someone that I truly love!” Love — 
which brings us back to Valentine’s Day and 
all of those wonderful expressions of love 
and, yeah—lust, too!

I have a confession to make, and it’s 
rather like coming out of the closet all over 
again. But, as it always is in these situations, 
honesty truly is the best policy, so here goes. 
I am a gospel music fanatic. I know, I 
know—organized religion: judgment, guilt, 
condemnation. Somehow, I just can’t help 
myself. And evidently I’m not alone—hence 
the existence of the Lavender Light Gospel 
Choir. Founded in 1985, this group seeks to 
“ .keep alive the black gospel music tradition 
in an environment supportive to lesbian and 
gay people, with a special ministry to black 
lesbians and gays. We strive to be a visible 
force in the world, offering strength, peace, 
and hope to our members and our audiences. 
Through our performances and recordings 
we seek to uplift, entertain and educate.” 
Fabulous. Halleluia. 

Before I proceed, though, I offer this 
brief disclaimer: the Lavender Light does not 
perform “gay” gospel music—it is a gay 
choir that performs gospel music, period. 
And well. Quite well. If you’re like me, 
you'll be able to “listen past” the direct 
religious references, if it’s an issue, but do 
keep an ear open for the occasional reference 
to God as “‘she.” 

All in all, Light In The House is a fine 
musical effort, with many highlights in the 
form of soloists and song selection. There is, 
however, a feeling of “gospel lite” to this CD, 
a softness that doesn’t quite appease my 
hunger for the roof-raising fare I’ve come to 
appreciate. Certainly, there are some very 
fine performances—C.Roberts on I’ve Gotta 
Sing My Song and C.R. Wnght on Let 
Everything That Hath Breath. The latter will 
most definitely put a few bumps on your 
goose... 

The choir itself is also very powerful 
when singing en masse, at times “rescuing” 
quieter songs with their delicious, full sound. 
Nowhere is this more evident than on This Is 
The Day, where lead vocalist L.Wolfe enjoys 
a guerilla-style raid of “Halleluias” at the 
close of the number. 

Light In The House is a wonderful CD 
for “toe in the water” types who may want to 
test drive the gospel experience. And, while 
it does not possess some of the boldness 
found in some other, more ‘mainstream’ 
groups within the genre, it is an enjoyable and 
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professional effort from a commendable 
group of proud gay Christians. 

For those in search of a little “hardcore,” 
here are a couple of recommendations from 
my own collection: 


Say Amen Somebody—This is actually 
the soundtrack from a documentary of the 
same name, and offers a comprehensive 
overview of some of gospel’s greats. From 
distinguished old-timers like Mahalia 
Jackson, Willie Mae Ford Smith and Thomas 
A. Dorsey, to new voices like Zella Jackson 
Price, this is a showcase of standout 
performers. For the record, Zella Jackson 
Price sings like she’s auditioning for a bed in 
a mental institution—and that is meant as the 
highest of compliments. Similar enthusiasm, 
where the air in the lungs feeds the fire in the

belly, can be found on selections from the 
O’Neal Twins (their rendition of Jesus 
Dropped The Charges could raise any roof). 

The greatest gems on this CD, however, 
belong to Delois Barrett Campbell and the 
Barrett Sisters. The climactic final moments 
of No Ways Tired, in both execution and 
strength, could convert even the most 
stubborn of “anti-gospelists”. Ditto for He 
Brought Us. 

Acting on the notion of “too much of a 
good thing is never enough of a good thing,” 
I went out and purchased Through It All, a 
CD featuring nothing but songs by Delois and 
“the girls.” It’s brilliant. Here the three truly 
shine, displaying the kind of harmony that 
only a genetic bond can create. Their work is 
music in every sense of the word—gospel or 
no gospel—and, when their voices unite, it is 
the closest ? ve ever heard human sound come 
to that of a perfectly pitched coronet. 

On certain cuts, Delois Barrett Campbell

gives the listener “what for,’ tearing into 
selections like Oh, What He’s Done For Me 
and Jesus Is On Trial as if they were pieces of 
tough steak. Regardless of your tastes, this 
CD (and I'll wager anything that this trio 
does) will raise the hairs on the back of your 
neck faster than any of the installments in the 
Scream series.

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li’s queer, in theory...

A few years ago, just after the Delwin 
Vriend decision by the Supreme Court of 
Canada—a decision that placed sexual 
orientation in the human rights legislation 
of the province of Alberta—public debate 
in Canada began to focus on what makes a 
minority a minority. The conservative and 
religious right said that sexual orientation 
is a lifestyle choice and not a biological 
difference that should be protected from 
discrimination. Gay and lesbian activists 
claimed sexual orientation is inherent 
from birth, and should be protected by 
legislation in much the same way as 
discrimination based on race and gender. 

For the past hundred years or more, 
the debate between those for and against 
the homosexual “lifestyle” has been 
polarized around one position: good ol’ 
narture-versus-nuture. And, in such a 
polarization, it’s easy to let clichés 
dominate the discussion, leading us 
nowhere. The gay and lesbian movement 
have attacked the contradictions in the 
religious right’s arguments. “How can 
you claim our sexuality is a choice,” 
queers point out, “if yours is not?” And 
how can you claim we would consciously 
decide to adopt a lifestyle that will lead to 
abuse, violence and discrimination? We 
live this way because our sexuality 
dictates it, just as yours dictates how you 
live.” 

But claiming biological birthright in 
our gay and lesbian identities is somewhat 
of a double-edged sword. In the research 
that has come out of the scientific 
community in the past ten years—most 
notably, the identification of a “gay gene” 
and research into the ways “gay brains” 
differ from straight ones—the specter of 
biological screening to eliminate queers 
prior to their birth has arisen. After all, if 
you can determine that a foetus is gay 
through a blood test, why not abort? Or 
perhaps, if you’re a gay child, you can 
take a pill and presto-chango—no more 
queer. These, at least, are the pitfalls of 
biological determinism. Have the 
arguments for and against gay rights in the 
media over the past twenty or more years 
really said anything new about sexuality, 
lodged as they are in the same old 
arguments about legitimacy or 
illegitimacy resting in biology? Why 
have members of the mainstream press, 
and to some extent members of the gay 
and lesbian community themselves, not 
challenged the faulty assumptions that 
underlie the very foundation of the nature- 
versus-nurture argument? 

It’s precisely these sorts of questions 
that are being asked in certain academic, 
political and artistic circles these days. 
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Queer Theory is on the rise—a slick, 
generic term that has come to embody a 
whole series of philosophical approaches 
to sexuality that are challenging the 
political and social structures that keep 
sex regulated, and large numbers of 
people in the world (including gays and 
lesbians) disenfranchised. What is Queer 
Theory? Well, more than anything else it 
is a way of looking at the world—art, 
literature, politics, economics—from a 
position that questions pat notions of 
identity and sexuality, both for the person 
asking the questions and for the people 
and institutions being looked at But if 
that statement seems a wee bit confusing, 
a quick survey of the history of queer 
theory and homosexuality should make it 
all a bit clearer. 


Queer Theory owes _ several 
philosophers a debt of gratitude—perhaps 
no two more than Karl Marx 
and Hthe o 20th 1Century sambrench 


philosopher/historian Michel Foucault. 
Marx’s connection to queer theory is a bit 
more removed than Foucault’s. Back in 
the 1860s, in an essay that was even more 
bitchy than usual, Marx challenged the 
perspective of a “school” of German 
philosophers (of which Hegel was one) by 
claiming that these philosophers had a 
“reified” sense of themselves. By reified, 
Marx meant that they had a romanticized 
sense of “individualism,” of seeing 
themselves as separate and above the 
forces in the world that, in reality, shaped 
them. Marx claimed this false sense of the 
individual ignores the fact that people are 
born into systems that pre-exist them: 
economic, political, linguistic and social. 
These systems shape not only material 
things, but also the very ways people think 
and communicate with the world. In other 
words, for an individual to claim he or she 
can think and operate independent of 
those systems, is to abandon any possible 
chance of changing the world. What Marx 
opened up with this particular can of 
worms, was the real foundation of queer 
and other theories. If identity is not 
something intrinsic to the individual, if 
the only way we can know ourselves is by 
knowing how we’ve been constructed, 
then it’s possible that everything about us 
is variable and changeable, should 
different economic and political forces be 
brought upon us. 

Making the leap of some 120 years to 
Michel Foucault is not entirely fair. I’m 
skipping a whole progression of 
structuralist and __ post-structuralist 
philosophy (not to mention Sigmund 
Freud’s writings) that are important to the 
shaping of Foucault’s ideas. But it is this 
notion of a constantly changing “self” 
from Marx that is employed so brilliantly 


by Foucault in his three-volume study The 
History of Sexuality. What Foucault 
accomplished with these three books 
(which were first translated into English 
in 1979) was the shaking of the very 
foundations of the gay movement and 
philosophy as a whole. Foucault, when 
looking at the history of sexuality since 
the Renaissance, claimed that the 
“repression” theory of sex, which had 
gained popularity with scholars and 
Freudians since the 19th century, was in 
fact completely untrue. 

The clichés about sex being repressed 
in the European world (you know, the idea 
that the Victorians all wore petticoats and 
wouldn’t even utter the word ‘sex’ in 
public) were all a load of crap. When 
Foucault actually examined the history of 
sex since the 1600s, he saw a huge 
increase, as century followed century, of 
talk about sex. The Catholic confessional 
began to shift away from sins in general 
towards sins of the flesh. Sexual deviancy 
began to become defined in medical 


journals. Women and men _ were 
encouraged to confess their sexual 
excesses. For a culture that was 


supposedly trying to keep sex under 


wraps, it certainly did talk about it. A lot. 
What Foucault concluded was that the 
myth of sexual repression relies on a 
notion of the “individual” as someone 
who has an intrinsic “sexuality” that needs 
to be controlled. Freud took this 
assumption and ran with it, by claiming 
that all of culture had been created by the 
suppression and redirecting of repressed 
sexual feelings into other things, like art, 
science and literature. Foucault claimed 
that this “essential” notion of sexual 
identity was a ruse, and that sexuality has 
been, historically, a radically changing 
concept. He took Freud and turned him on 
his head, claiming that the whole notion of 
a “sex” that needs to be controlled is a 
creation of culture, not the driving force 
behind it. 

The way people thought about their 
sexual identities in the past was radically 
different from the way we think about our 
identities today. Foucault actually used 
homosexuality as an example of this—the 
term ‘homosexual’ did not exist until the 
1870s, when it first appeared in the trial of 
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an individual charged with sodomy in 
France. From this first appearance of the 
word, there was a rapid medicaliztion of 
the term, and then a re-classification of it 
away from a series of sexual acts towards 
an “identity,” a “type” of person. 

The homosexual identity migrated 
into the “gay” and “lesbian” identities in 
the 20th century, but to believe that they 
are based on some intrinsic biology is to 
ignore the fact that the terms themselves 
have only been around for about fifty 
years. Foucault’s arguments raised the ire 
of many people in the gay world when 
they first came out. “I know what I am 
and I’ve always felt this way,” they 
argued. But implicit in Foucault’s writings 
are strategies that offer more powerful 
arguments against those who would seek 
to destroy homosexuality. Because if all 
sexuality is variable and constructed—the 
effect of culture and not the driving force 
behind it—then heterosexuality is as 
much a shifting and historically variable 
identity as homosexuality. It is possible, 
given the interplay of economic and 
political forces, that fifty years from now 
both identities could be looked upon as 
quaint period pieces. Heather Zwicker, an 
associate professor of English at the 
University of Alberta, and a queer 
theorist, says that “Foucault has been 
really important for historicizing a lot of 
things that have become naturalized. 
When you look at how he has affected my 
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everyday life, I think well, if sexuality has 
a history then so do other things that we 
used to think were ‘natural’ like love, like 
feelings between people, like political 
desire.” 

Queer Theory has exploded on the 
academic scene, in particular, since 
Foucault’s book (he died of AIDS in 
1984—early in the epidemic, an enormous 
loss considering that his analysis of the 
disease and its aftermath would have been 
extraordinary). The Lesbian theorist Eve 
Kosovsky Sedgwick, in her book The 
Epistemology of the Closet, further 
attempts to historicize the emergence of 
gay and lesbian identities in the 20th 
century. Judith Butler’s Gender Trouble 
takes Foucault a step further, by claiming 
that there is no such thing as gender 


underlying the masculine and _ the 
feminine. In other words, it’s the ways 
that masculine and feminine are 


“performed” through behaviour and ways 
of dress that creates the male and female. 
This is the opposite of “traditional” 
notions of gender, which claim that the 
way we act and dress is caused by our 
biology. 

Heady stuff, but none of it 
particularly useful, I hear you saying, if it 
can’t be applied to the “real” world. Fear 
of having our identities as gay and 
lesbians labelled “fake” has led many of 
us to fall back on the notion that we are 
the way we are because of our biologies. 
And within the gay and_ lesbian 
movement, a common biology has been a 
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very useful way of creating a sense of 
community from which political action 
has been taken. I’m not knocking that— 
but I am saying it’s not the only way to go. 
It may be time for another step. 

Claims of ‘fake’ only stand up to 
scrutiny if the people making the claims 
can truly be sure of their own authenticity. 
The truth is that heterosexuals, as a group, 
we're not really defined until 
homosexuality emerged as an identity to 
define themselves against, in the late 19th 
century. Queer Theory does offer some 
pretty subversive potential. And so, to 
return to the religious right’s arguments, I 
might give this response: “Yes, my being 
gay is just a lifestyle choice. But if mine 
is, then so is yours. I’m not deviating 
from anything. Your need to deny me my 
choice is about your own need for power, 
about your bigotry, about insecurity over 
your own identity—not biology. By the 
way, you can’t fear something you haven’t 
imagined yourself doing. Why don’t you 
come over for a beer sometime? You 
know the old joke: what’s the difference 
between a straight guy and a queer? A six 
pack of beer.”

3. Homosexuality in Renaissance 
England by John Bray. A fascinating 
account of how homosexual behaviour 
was more widespread and accepted in 
the past than we might have thought.

Again, densely written but a 
brilliant challenge to established ideas 
about gender. Her subsequent books 
are just as exciting but, also, just as 
difficult to understand. 

5. The Routledge Gay and 
Lesbian Studies Reader.

The essays here 
cover most aspects of culture, and 
range from the fun to the demanding. 

6. A Restricted Country by Joan 
Nestle. A fascinating and readable 
history of lesbianism. 

7. Sexual Dissidence: Augustine 
to Wilde, Freud to Foucault by 
Jonathan Dollimore. The title explains 
it all.
